"Divorce is now too easy to get." the 


prelate continued. "If a husband leaves 
home for a couple of weeks and his 
wife wants freedom she is too likely to 
use his absence as a pretext.

days, if a woman cannot get a divorce 
in her own state, she goes oft" to Nevada, 
where it is made easy. 


"One of the worst features of the di- 


vorce evil Is its bad effect upon children. 
When parents separate it means separa- 
tion of children, of brothers and sisters. 
Children thus bereft of proper family 
influences arc liable to'go astray. 


"Divorce is increasing in the United 


States. The evil prevails here more gcn> 
erally than in any other country. We 
must get hack to the gospel. The laws 
should be made more strict, so that it 
would not be so easy to disrupt the 
marriage tins on flimsy pretexts."

the University of California, has arrived 
at the Hollenbeek from Berkeley with

of Los Angeles. 


"There are few places discovered in

Uncle Sam perhaps isn't especially concerned regarding 
the moral status of affairs in West Hammond, hut the mis- 
use of the mails is a matter he will not tolerate, and it is 
said.the authors of the later threats against the young- 
crusader are as good as in custody as this is written. 


The world loves a good lighter, and Miss Brooks 


'demonstrated her claim to recognition of that character. 
There isn't any sort of doubt but that, she has that un- 
savory West Hammond element in full retreat, and that 
ultimately she will have the consciousness of realizing 
that she has not only won a signal victory but that she 
has performed a splendid service for society as well. The 
disreputables at West Hammond are already whipped. 
They might as well accept the inevitable and prepare to 
be good. 


Down at Hartford City a few days ago an aviator 


narrowly escaped mob violence because he failed to make 
a flight in his airship as the crowd expected him to do. He 
insisted, moreover, that the gentlemen who comprised the 
niob had been misled, and that under his contract he could 
only be expected to give- a "demonstration." There wa*. 
no/flight, and Hartford City folk still cling to a suspicion 
that they -were hoodwinked in the transaction somehow.

The clothing shows no decay and the cel- 
lar, cravat anad pin appear to be none 
the worse for age. On the man's casket 
is a decayed box. which contains r. r,ku!l 
and the bones of his first wife, and her 
child. 


The tomb U one of the curiosities of 


the town of 1'etorshom. whose selectmen 
intend to have it waled, and there arc 
many crev.-some n:id exciting stories told 
concerning it aud the dead who have been 
placed in it. 


The tomb was built in 1SG8 by the 


man whose corpse is exposed to public 
curios!*-. He was Asa Snow, a man of 
unusual trulls. For many years he lived 
on a farm between petersham nnd Dana 
and was known »R "Popcorn" Snow. 


At an early age hn began to plan fnr 


the future, saving every cent, and i» be- 
lieved tfl huve amassed a fortune, the 
greater part of which is said to be buried 
in the mendow* or wood-* of his place. 


Built His OVn Tomb.

The first step wru the building of n 


fsmily tomb on the edge nf R wood lot 
nf his fnrm. 
His own hands helped tn

of hard Inbor in putting the tomb in 
:endin"s«. 
It was built on a hillside, 


rnrcfully sodd"d on the top. 
A lot wn? 


cleared and.grnssed in front, arid an iron 
fence inclosed it. 


After th' tomb had-hern finished, the 


man's nest step was to go to a boxmaker 
and hn measured for a casket. Although 
the old man never had heard of a. metallic 
casket, no doubt few were manufactured 
at that time, he put in his order for onn, 
and saw to it personally that it wus 
properly constructed and strongly built. 
The casket was promptly paid for when 
finished, and its owner took it away with 
him to await thn time when it would 
come into use- 


It wns November 29,1872, that the cas- 


ket was_pulled from .Its resting place, 
dusted" and'made' ready for its owner. 
Mr. Snow was a vegetarian, hut, strange 
to say, it. was the handling of meat that 
caused his death. 


Breaded Burial Alive. 


He had been to .his barn, where he 


killed a pig. After dressing it, he placed 
it over Ma "shoulder to carry to the house.

Demonstrate He is 


Coming Up.

' Butte. Mont.,' Sept. 20.—A striking era 
in the evolution of the American Indian 
will be marked on the Fort Peck reserva- 
tion, in Montana. October 1 next, when 
the first county fair ever held by Indians 
will open. 
At this unique agricultural 


exposition there will bo exhibited some 
-unusual specimens of grain and grasses 
which later in the season -will bo entered 
at eneteru land shows in competition with 
the prize products of the white man. 


The yv'hite'.man has always laughed at 


the idea of civilizing Indians, but the 
primer lesson in agriculture given the 
Sioux tribes has worked n remarkable 
transformation scene in the lives of these 
red men on the Fort Peck reservation 
Last year Ixiuis Hill, chairman of 
Great Northern railway board of direc- 
tors. Bent a representative body of these 
Indians from the Montana prairie to the 
Xew York land show. Inasmuch as the 
Indians were about to have their lands 
opened to the white man for settlement 
Mr. Hill felt sorry for the crude children 
of nature and decided upon a novel ex 
periment iniheir behalf. He figured, ac- 
cording to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
that if these people were destined, with 
out consent, to become farmers, thei 
should receive some instruction in the! 
agricultural methods of -the. whites.- 


Picked Intelligent Ones. 


The railway chief thereupon picked 


the most intelligent members of the tribe 
and gained the approval of the interior 
department at Washington to send them 
to the. Xew York land show. The result 
was that the Indian? went back to their 
Montana tepees imbued with the idea of 
tilling the soil and producing all of the 
wonderful products which they saw ex- 
hibited at Madison Square Harden. 


"The figures are rather surprising to 


some people." said Mr. Hill. "foB they 
show that since these Indians returned 
from the Xew York land show last win- 
ter there has been more than twice as 
many acres cultivated on the Fort Peck 
reservation as were planted last year. 
Tt simply goes to show that almost any- 
body will improve their condition if they 
get a helping.hand in the right, direction."
